Some- 
bing like a parallel case would be 
that of a prizefighter who should sur- 
mise that his antagonist was playing 
with him In the ring .wiille capable of 
sending in a knockout blow at any 
time be felt so inclined. Apprehension 
that he was dealing with conditions of 
tbe nature of which he was unaware 
would eventually weaken tbe man iu 
that case. Tell a suspected man who 
is guilty that you hare evidence of bis 
guilt and that he will get nothing to 
eat or will not be permited to sleep 
until he confesses, and unless be is 
a particularly stupid fellow he will 
know that you have no proof against 
him and are only trying to get it. For 
instance, show him ostentatiously the 
•weapon -with which he may have killed 
a man and tell him that you s-now all 
about the crime and he would better 
confess it 
He will say to himself. 


'They haven't got sufficient evidence 
to convict me and are trying to make 
me furnish It. for if they had the evi- 
dence they wouldn't care -whether I 
confessed or not.' and thus he •will be

will be impossible to corroborate.
